west coast until Tuesday. Late news 
from the area of greatest destruction 
in the recent earthquake shows that 
the devastation wrought was greater 
than at flrst supposed. Besides the 
destruction of the cities of Chilpan- 
cingo and Chilapa, it is now reported 
that the city of Tixtla, between the 
two cities above named and containing 
about the same population as Chilpan- 
cinjo (7.500), was also leveled to the 
ground, and messengers from the 
coast who hare reached Chilpancingo 
say that the towns of Ayutla and Om- 
etepec have been wiped off the map. 
Ayutla is about 50 miles south of Chil- 
pancingo, in the state of Guerrero, and 
some 20 miles west of the port of Aca- 
pulco. Qmetepcc Is farther south, near 
the boundary line of the states of 
Guerrero and Oaxaca. Tt ia a town of 
about 4,000 inhabitants, and it Is 
feared that the lo«* of life here may 
b« heavier than at Ayutla. Tlapa, a 
town 80 mile* west of Chllpanclngo 
and near the border line of the state 
of Oazaca, ia, also reported to have 
been wiped wit.
